In the latter 
case not only might the Sultan find it difficult to 
recover hie authority in these territ but 
would besides be deprived of a portion of the 
revenues that would enable him to pay the sums 
promised. The Reis Effendi, it is hod 
very early given the French and EngliseAgbae- 
sadore to understand, that the Porte depended 
on their governments for pecuniary assidiance, 
but had not received from them any satisfactory 
reply. The object of Halil Pacha’s misgon to 
the Emperor of Russia, is said to be to 
him that it is impossible for Turkey to pay the 
contributions.

With refere:sce to the quarter from whence it 
comes, many will, ne doubt, be ready to attach 
a very high degree of political importance to it, 
and draw very large inferences from its tone and 
sentiments upon tke exceedingly delicate ques- 
tjons upon which the writer touches. we 
indeed, will be ready enough to regard a publi- 
cation of this kind as tantamount to drawing 
aside the veil of Russian policy, exhibiting its 
true, undisguised features. But such a com- 
mentary would be obviously overrunning the 
text. If, instead of being a mere newspaper 
production—a random insertion, ibly, of 
some random thoughts—it could be fairly aseu- 
med as the work of a State Functionary, and its 
sentences read as having been turned with di- 
plomatic nicety, there might be some ground for 
interpreting the recorded alarms of the Adriano 
age at the too early departure of their friend- 
y invaders, and the disappointment of the Ru- 
melians at the moderation of the Emperor in not 
taking them permanently under his protection, 
as the manifestation of as strong a wish on the 
one side for such a consummation, as of a wil- 
lingness wn the other to submit to it. 

Lonpon, Oct. 31.—St Petersburgh and Brus- 
sele papers have arrived. The former contain 
a copy of another Imperial Manifesto, by which 
the subjects of the Czar are relieved from one- 
third of the levy decreed after crossing the Bal- 
kan. If these papers are to be believed, the 
war both in Asia aod E has only served to 
extinguish the ancient an vupposed inveterate 
hatred between the Russian and the Turk, and 
to have substitated in its place, sentiments of 
mutual courtesy, respect, and confidence.

On 
the 22d, Halil and Nedschil were invested with 
their pelisses, as badges of their new dignity, in 
the presence of the Caimacare and the adinie- 
ters. 

Beruin, October 16.—The present state of 
Turkey is represented by eye-witnesses as most 
melancholy, #0 as, in fact, to claim pity. It has 
béen confirmed that in Romilia also the greater 
part of the population consists of Christians, who 
call themselves sometimes Armenians, and some- 
times Bulgarians; all these believe nothing less 
than that Russia was carrying on war for the 
sake of conquest, and would take them under 
its protection, which is the more pardonable as 
they were not acquainted with the Russian ‘De- 
claration of War.’ The population, therefore, 
even in Adrianople, openly expressed their joy 
at the appearance of the Russians, whom they 
considered as theic deliverers, The Russians 
will withdraw, and the people will fall again 
under the dominion of the Sultan, who will bard 
ly fail to exercise the most dreadful vengeance. 
It was hardly ventured to acquaint the people 
with the melancholy necessity of the retreat of 
the Russians;—already in their fears they see 
scaffolds erected in Adrianople, and the Sultan 
Whether these ap- 
pearances wall be realized to their full extent, 
remains to be seen. 

Some confidence is placed in Russia, which 
has come forward as the kind protector of the 
distressed; and it ia hoped that it will strictly 
enforce the stipulations .n favor of the Chrietian 
population. The ruin of the Turkish army, we 
may say the internal dissolution of the Turkish 
Eanz.re, is without parallel. The regular troops 
threw away their arms in whole ies; the ge- 
nerosity and humanity of the Russian General 
had conquered them more than the bravery ang 
the perseverance of his soldiers. The irregular 
troops fled with their arms (their most vaiuable 

coperty) as far as they were able, and positive- 
fy y ahh they would fight no more, Abdurr- 
haman Pacha, a native of Erzeroum, whose wife 
and hie whole Harem in that city were taken 
prisoners by the Russians, had commanded the 
Turkish cavalry of the right wing. When he 
reached Araba Bourges on his retreat, he bad 
with nim 500 or 600 men, on jaded horses, who 
refused to fight against the Russians. Near 
Constantinople a body of about 25,000 fugitives 
had assembled, whom the Sultan did not venture 
to admit into the city.

All the 
banks have sustained great damage. At the 
Lazaretto of St. Theresa several parts of the 
parapet were thrown down, and the light-bouse, 
near the Lazaretto, was raised from its founda- 
tion and thrown on the neighbouring rocks. 
Happily no lives were lost. 

Fivme, Oct. 8.—Tu-day we have had a most 
dreadful storm: we have already heard of five 
boats, partly laden, that are lost; two ships 
have also drove ashore. We do not yet know 
how many lives have been lost.

The following is an extract of alctier from an 
officer of his Majesty’s ship Blonde, dated Ta- 
rafia, Sept. 22* 1829: —**On the 16th Inst., whilst 
at Constantinople, I had the pleasure of see- 
ing the Courier arrive, and of hearing him pub- 
licly announce that a definkive treaty cf peace 
had been concluded between Turkey ad Rus- 
sa. Ip addition to the other terms of the trea- 
ty, the Porte has agreed to pay the latter five 
hundred millions of piastres, which at the pre- 
sentrateof exchange, is £7,142,857 sterling; 
a sum that willd minish the bulk of the Turkish 
Treasury. But it is said that the riches con- 
tained in the Sereglio are far beyond any esti- 
mate, of which we have a clearconception. The 
revenues of the Turkish Empire have been very 
at, and the expenditure comparatively tri- 
ing; hence the funds of the Seraglio must be 
very great, on account of their having been ac- 
cumulating for several centuries. Unbke other 
states, the precious metals that were once depo- 
sited in the secret recesses of the Seraglio were 
suffered to remain there, and never brokea in 
upon, this was the Senetum Sanctorum of the 
Mussulmans; in the midst of revolutions it was 
h. Id inviolably sacred, and thus the Sultan is not 
likely to be much distressed by the payment of 
the above-mentioned sum; besides which he 
has the rich Jews and Armenians under his 4/a- 
ghar, from whom he ncycr fails to drain heavy 
contributions. The Franks are very rarely, per-
